.At  the  close  of  1932>  zoning  ordinances  were  in  effect  in 
1236  .municipalities**  throughout  the  United . States , represent- 
ing a population  of  more  than  4S,^0.0, 000  people,  a number  equal

States,  according  to  information  obtained  by  the  Division  of 
Building  and  Housing,  Forty-one  municipalities  adonted  zoning 
ordinances  for  -the  firs.t  time  during  1932,  .while  many,  cities 
reported  either  the  amendment  or  revision  of  earlier  zoning 
legislation. 

Zoned  municipalities  -are  now  located  in  -all  -of  the  4g 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  are  representative  of 
all  sizes  of  communities.  They  include  S3  of  the  93  munici- 
palities having  more  than  100,000  population  each;  470  munici- 
palities having  from  10,000  to  100,000  population;  5^3  ranging 
from-1,000  to  10,000  in  population;  93 ■ having  less  than  1,000 
population  each,  S counties,  and  19  zoned  areas  for  which 
population  figures  are  not  available, 

Zoning  Development  since  1916 

'Prior  to  1916,  zoning  efforts  in  the  United  States  con- 
sisted of  the  passage  of  regulations  restricting,  by  districts, 
the  use  of  buildings  in  the  States  of  California  and  Wisconsin, 
and  the  regulation  of  the  height  of  buildings’  in  certain  sec- 
tions of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Tracing  the  development  of  zoning  since  1916,  when  the 
first  comprehensive  ordinance  regulating  the  use,  height  and 
area  of  buildings  and  the  use  and  area,  of  grounds  was  adopted 
by  the  City  of  New  York,  it  was  found  that  the  S ordinances 
adopted  by  the  end  of  1916  were  augmented  to  35  "by  1920.  In 
the  following  -two  years  other  municipalities  in  the  States 
already  mentioned  enacted  zoning  regulations,  and  .municipalities 
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in  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Ohio, 
Virginia  and  Wisconsin  also  adopted  ordinances.  The  movement 
spread  in  Indiana  in  1923,  and  in  1924  several  ordinances  were 
passed  by  Pennsylvania  cities,  while  many  additional  studies 
were  under  way  in  that  State  which  resulted  in  the  enactment 
of  ordinances  the  following  year.  Since  then  the  growth  has 
spread  to  include  all  States. 

Relative  Rank  of  States  in  Number  of  Zoned  Municipalities 

Reports  indicate  a sustained  interest  in  zoning  in  all 
sections  of  the  country.  New  York  State  still  has  the  greatest 
number  of  zoned  municipalities  with  a total  of  215,  represent- 
ing a population  of  more  than  10,300,000  people;  New  Jersey 
follows  with  132;  California  is  third,  with  113,  sn^  Illinois 
fourth,  with  93*  The  rank  of  the  various  States  in  number 
of  zoned  municipalities,  is  shown  in  Table  I.  In  Table  II 
is  shown,  by  years,  the  number  of  municipalities  zoned  in 
each  of  the  States,  since  1904.  Table  III  shows  the  number 
of  zoned  municipalities  in  each  of  the  States,  .grouped  ac- 
cording to  population.

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Majority  of  Cities  over  25,000  Are  Zoned. 

In  connection  with  the  1530  Census,  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  modified  its  definition  of  urban  areas  as  follows: 

"Urban  areas,  as  defined  by  the  Census  Bureau  in 
recent  censuses,  have  included  all  cities  and  other 
incorporated  places  having  2,500  inhabitants  or  more. 

For  use  in  connection  with  the  1930  census  the  defini- 
tion has  been  slightly  modified,  and  extended  so  as  to 
include  townships  and  other  political  subdivisions 
(not  incorporated  as  municipalities,  nor  containing 
any  areas  so  incorporated)  which  had  a total  popula- 
tion of  10,000  or  more,  and  a population  density  of 
1,000  or  more  per  square  mile." 

Under  the  modified  definition  there  are  a total  of  376 
cities  and  other  urban  areas  in  the  population  class  of  25,000 
and  over,  10  of  which  are  such  unincorporated  urban  areas.  Of 
these  376  places,  201,  including  0 of  the  10  unincorporated 
urban  areas,  have  adopted  zoning  ordinances.  The  population 
of  these  zoned  places  totals  4-0,291,260,  which  is  01.0  per  cent 
of  the  population  of  all  places  in  this  class. 

The  eight  such  unincorporated  area.s  that  have  adopted  zon- 
ing are  a, s follows:  Belvedere  Township,  Calif.;  West  Haven  Town, 
Conn. ; Arlington,  Brookline  and  Watertown  towns,  Mass. ; WOodb ridge 
Township,  N.J.;  Lower  Merion  Township,  Pa.;  and  East  Providence 
Town,  R. I . 

Among  the  municipalities  of  this  class  that  adopted  zoning 
regulations  during  1932  were  Port  Huron,  Mich.  (31,361); 
Middletown,  0.  (29,592);  Nashville,  Tenn.  (153,366);  and  Waco, 

Tex.  (52,343). 

There  are  15  States  in  which  all  cities  or  other  urban 
areas  of  over  25,000  population  have  adopted  zoning.  New  York 
leads  with  23  having  a total  population  of  9,204,399« 
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California  is  next,  and  then  follow  in  order  Minnesota,  Tennes- 
see, Alabama,  Colorado,  Oregon,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Utah,  New 
Hampshire,  Delaware,  Arizona,  South  Dakota  and  North  Dakota. 

Then  follow,  in  order  of  the  total  population  of  their  zoned 
places  of  that  class,  Indiana  with  15  of  a total  of  17;  Ohio, 

21  of  26;  Rhode  Island,  6 of  7;  and  Wisconsin,  11  of  13. 

Many  unzoned  cities  of  the  country  having  more  than  25,000 
population  reported  that  ordinances  are  being  prepared. 

Table  IV  shows,  by  Stages,  the  number  of  zoned  cities  and 
other  urban  places  of  over  25,000  population  and.  the  ratio  of 
population  in  such  zoned  places  to  the  total  population  of  all 
places  in  this  class. 

Order  of  States  according  to  Population  of  Zoned  Municipalities 

In  Table  V the  total  urban  population  (1920  census)  of  the 
United  States  is  shown,  and  also  the  urban  population  of  each 
State  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  the  total  population  of 
zoned  cities  and  other  urban,  places  of  over  25,000  in  each  State 
the  total  population  of  zoned  municipalities  of  less  than  25,000 
population;  the  total  population  in  all  zoned  planes  in  each 
State;  and  the  ratio  of  the  population  of  zoned  municipalities 
to  the  total  urban  population  for  the  country  and  for  each  State

Groups 

The  percentage  of  comprehensive  ordinances  in  municipalities 

of  the  various  population  groups  is  steadily  increasing.  In  an 

examination  of  all  the'  zoning  ordinances  adopted  as  of  January 

1,  1933,  it  is  found  that  6b0  of  the  1236,  or  67*9  Per  cent, 

* 

are  comprehensive  in  scope,  regulating  the  use,  height  and  area 
of  buildings,  and  the  use  and  area  of  land.  At  the  end  of  the 
previous  year  the  percentage  reported  was  66.6  per  cent. 

Grouping  the  ordinances  according  to  the  population  of 
the  municipalities,  the  following  facts  were  shown:  Of  the  63 
zoned  cities  having  over  100,000  population  each,  J2,  or 
66.7b  per  cent,  have  comprehensive  ordinances.  Of  the  55b 
zoned  cities,  towns,  boroughs  and  villages  having  over  10,000 
population,  bl9 , or  75*63  per  cent,  have  comprehensive  ordinances 
in  effect.  At  the  end  of  1931  the '-percent  age  was  7b.  6b.  In  the 
group  of  5^3  municipalities  ranging  from  1,000  to  10,000 
population,  there  were  3b9  comprehensive  ordinances,  or  61.96 
per  cent  as  compared  with  59*67  per  cent  at  the  close  of  1931. 

Of  the  120  ordinances  comprising  the  group  of  93  municipalities 
of  less  than  1,000  population  each,  19  zoned  areas  for  which 
population  is  unknown,  and  6 counties,  there  are  J1  comprehensive 
ordinances,  a percentage  of  59°l6,  as  compared  with  5'9*b2  per 
cent  at  the  end  of  1931. 
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As  shown  in  table  VI,  the  comprehensive  zoning  ordinances 
were;  more  generally  adopted  by  the.  larger  than  the  smaller 
communities.  The  types  of  ordinances  of  the  various  groups 
are  also  shown  in  the  table.

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Zoning  in  the  Smaller  Communities . 

Zoning  is  one  of  the  most  fundamental  elements  of  city- 
planning  and,  as  is'  the  case  with  more  comprehensive  planning, 
it  has  been  adopted  in  recent  years  by  increasing  numbers  of 
municipalities  of  small  or  moderate  size.  Many  communities 
which  are  not  yet  ready,  for  one  reason  or  another,  to  under- 
take comprehensive  planning,  are  taking  the  initial  step  in 
that  direction  by  making  such  studies  as  are  required  for  the 
adoption  of  zoning  ordinances.  They  apparently  are  learning 
that  sporadic  invasions  by  incongruous  uses  may  prove  as 
harmful  in  a small  community  as  in  a larger  one,  and  that 
zoning  is  able  to  exert  the  same  measure  of  control  in  the 
former  as  in  the  latter.  While  this  fact  is  being  more  and 
more  recognized,  a large  portion  of  our  population  still  fails 
to  appreciate  the  potentialities  of  zoning.  Nor  is  this 
failure  confined  to  the;  public  at  large  or  its  municipal 
officials;  it  is  reflected  also  in  enabling  legislation  in 
those  states  which  permit  only  the  larger  municipalities  to 
undertake  zoning  regulation. 

The  administration  of  zoning  ordinances  in  small  munici- 
palities is  ordinarily  more  simple  than  in  the  larger  centers 
of  population,  because  of  less  frequent  pressure  for  changes 
in  ordinances  for  political  or  allegedly  economic  reasons. 

Zoned  Counties 

There  are  now  eight  counties*  throughout  the  United  States 
having  zoning  ordinances  in  effect.  They  are:  Los  Angeles, 


In  Denver,  Colo.  , and  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  the  city  and 

county  are  coterminous.  In  each  co.se  the  zoning  ordinance 
covers  the  entire  area.  * They  are  counted  with  the  city 
rather  than  the  county  ordinances. 
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Monterey  and  Santa  Barbara  Counties,  Calif.;  Glynn.  County,  Ga.  ; 
Montgomery  and  Prince  Georges  Counties*'  , Md. ; Arlington  County, 
Va. ; and  Milwaukee  County,  Wis. 

Township  Zoning 

During  1932,  the  towns  of  Babylon  and  Yorktown,  N.Y.; 
Nether  Providence  and  Shaler  Townships,  Pa.;  and  Manitowoc 
Rapids  Town,  Wis. , adopted  zoning  ordinances  for  the  f irst  time; 
while  Greenburgh  and  Niskayuma  Towns,  N.YV,  revised  zoning 
ordinances  previously  adopted.  The  total  number  of  zoned  town- 
ships is  now  96,  located  in  the  following  states:  California 
1,  Connecticut  IS,  Michigan  1,  New  Hampshire  1,  New  Jersey-  20, 
New  York  37,  Pennsylvania  14,  and  Wisconsin  4.  In  some  States 
as  Connecticut  and  New  York  these  civil  divisions  are  called 
towns,  but  in  many  respects  they  correspond  to  the  townships  in 
the  other  States,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  report  have  been 
so  classified. 

Much  of  the  township  zoning  has  been  applied  in  suburban 
and  resort  area,s  of  considerable  extent  in  which  the  building 
development  is  rather  open  in  character.  This  type  of  zoning 
has  many  possibilities  for  community  improvement  and,  among 
other  things,  offers  an  opportunity  for  bringing  about,  in 
sparsely  settled  territory,  improved  roadside  conditions  through 
control  of  land  uses.
